Dear  Editor; 

Is  religion  in  the  United 
States  in  such  a  feeble  and  de¬ 
cadent  condition  of  existence 
that  it  must  find  protection  un¬ 
der  the  “motherly  wing”  of 
American  public  education? 
For  that  matter,  is  American 
public  education  so  dependent 
on  certain  segments  of  the 
public  good  will  that  it  must 
ignore  the  Amercian  constitu¬ 
tional  concepts  for  a  period  of 
time  each  year?  Is  •'there  not 
some  conflict  between  the 
First  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution,  and 
the  practice  of  certain  educa¬ 
tional  institutions?  The  Mis¬ 
souri  Constitution,  Article  I, 
sections  six  and  seven,  also 
prohibits  the  use  of  public 
funds  for  the  furtherance  of  re¬ 
ligion. 

The  use  of  state  operated  fa¬ 
cilities  for  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  has  been  ruled  unconsti¬ 
tutional  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  the 
cases  of  Illinois  ex  rcl.  McCol¬ 
lum  V.  Board  of  Education,  and 
Zorach  V.  Ciausen.  Yet  in  spite 
of  the  wishes  of  the  High 
Court,  certain  educational  in¬ 
stitutions  have  chosen  to  ig¬ 
nore  the  Court’s  rulings. 

The  arbitrary  and  coercive 
methods  by  which  Religious 
Emphasis  week  is  conducted 
upon  some  campuses  appalls 
me. 

The  mandatory  dismissal  of 
classes  at  the  opening  relig¬ 
ious  assembly,  the  bringing  of 
clergymen  into  class  sessions 
to  lecture  to  students,  are  ex¬ 
amples  that  clearly  indicate  a 
lack  of  respect  for  the  individ¬ 
uals  right  to  freedom  of  con¬ 
science.  Evidently  the  students 
desire  for  academic  learning 
must  be  subordinated  to  the 
administrations  desire  for 
“good”  relations  with  the  sur¬ 
rounding  public.  One  wonders, 
why  does  American  public  ed¬ 
ucation  have  to  prostitute  itself
